What Was Accomplished Dur- 
ing the Last Session. 

VTHAT HAS BEEN ATTEMPTED.

The Term Hhm Been r»rt loiilarly Marked 
by the Inability or the Seuate ami House 
to Agree Upon Any of the Mont Import- 
ant Problems Presented by Them— No 
Financial Legislation. 

Washinuton, March 4. — A review of 
the work of this lust session of flic Fifty- 
third conpress must necessarily deal 
more with what was attempted to he 
done than that which was accomplished, 
since most of the important business 
considered has been relegated to the 
first class. The term has been particu- 
larly marked by the inability of the sen- 
ate and the house to agree upon any of 
the most important problems presented 
by them. 

Congress met on the 4th of December, 
tMt, with one imperative and perennial 
task, to frame and enact various appro- 
priation bills. Next in importance was 
the financial question for which no defi- 
nate plan of settlement beyond many 
free silver bills and various individual 
-c hemes was then in view. 

Beveral important bills came over as 
a heritage from the preceding session. 
Foremost among them were in the 
home, the Nicaragua canal bill, the 
railroad pooling bill and the bill for the 
settlement of the indebtedness of the 
Union Pacific railroads known as the 
Reilly bilk 

The Nicaragua project has not been 
able to secure a B ea rin g in the house. 
Largely through the enthusiastic efforts 
of Senator Morgan of Alabama the sen- 
ate bill was pushed to a vote in that 
body after protracted debate, and was 
sent to the house where the commerce 
committee substituted its own bill, 
which had been on the calendar 
throughout the session and which dif- 
fered in several poiuts from the Morgan 
bill. 

The pooling bill was passed by the 
house early in the session, but the sen- 
ate refused to consider it by a negative 
vote of 42 to 94) on the question of con- 
sideration. Strong opposition to the 
Keilly bill was developed in the house 
and after a s'.arp debate it was recom- 
mitted to the committee without in- 
structions. 

Beveral important bills were placed 
on the calendar of the seuate at the be- 
ginning of the term, handed down from 
the long session where they had 
Icon passed by the house. Prominent 
among them was the bill to establish a 
Uniform system of bankruptcy, which 
was debated intermittently, but finally 
(^detracted. Auotiier unsuccessful meas- 
ure was tiie anti-option bill. 

There were also on the seuate calen- 
dar the four bills which the house had 
sent over to place on the free list, sugar, 

coal, iron and barbed wire, but the at 

tempt to secure consideration of the freo 
■Ugar bill was negatived by a small ma- 
jority, and t Hi' opposition to the three 
others was so apparent that they hav 
been allowed to pass into oblivion. 

Tlieii" s't interesting chapter of the 
history 9 the session is made by r he 

attempt at financial legislation in both 
houses. These are loo well known to 
require recapitulation! No financial 
legislation resulted from the host of the 
bills introduced during the session with 
more or less weight of authority behind 
them. 

The principal class of legislation ac- 
complished by the short session was 
that making appropriations for the sup- 
port of the government. Not a little 

general legislation was Incorporated into 

the appropriation bills. These bills, in 
the order in which they were passed by 
the House: For the military academy 
( West Point ), army, pension, fortifica- 
tions, diplomatic and consular, District 
of Columbia, postal, agricultural, In- 
dian, sundry civil, legislative, executive 
and judicial, navy and genera] defi- 
ciency. When the last week of con- 
gress' began the house had passed all ex- 
cept the general deficiency and the seu 
Hte had the last four yet to consider. 

The pension bill, asenated. contained 
provisions that pensions shall not be 
paid to non-residents, who are uot citi- 
zen s of the United Stales, except lor 
actual disabilities incurred in the serv- 
ice, directing examining surgeons to 
state the ratings to which they think 
the applicants are entitled, and fixing 
the lowest rate of pension at $tiainouth. 

The diplomatic and consular bill in- 
creased the salaries of several foreign 
representatives, and the senate placed 
iu it an amendment authorizing the 
president to contract for laying a cable 
between the Hawaiian Islands and the 
United Stales, and to use (BOO, 000 in 

the work, an amendment which the 

house refused to accept. 

The agricultural bill empowered the 
secretary of agriculture to enforce rules 
for the inspection of live cattle whose 
meat is intended for shipment abroad iu 
•any form ami regulations to prevent the 
shi'pment of condemned carcasses abroad 
or from one state to another, and lixed 
heavy penalties for violation of such 

regulations. 

Considerable legislation was Included 
in the sundry civil bill, and much more 
was attempted iu the senate by proposed 
amendments. The completion of sev- 
eral public buildings was provided for 
iu the bill as it passed the honse, and 
sunis were added in the senate for new 

buildings. Another senate amendment 

provided for the uurcliase at 1160,000 
for the site of the Blaine mansion. Pro- 
vision was also included for the transfer 
of the military prison at Fort Leaven 
worth, Kau., to the department of jus- 
tice., to be known as the United S.tates 



penitentiary and maintained for keep- 
ing United States prisoners who have 
heretofore been held in state prisons 
under contracts. 

The naval bill was notable becaure of 
the "new navy" provision for two bat- 
tleships and six torpedo boats, and the 
increase of the enlisted force by the ad- 
dition of l,00-'> men. 

The general deficiency bill reported to 
the house amounted to $6,619,689, An 
amendment requested by the secretary 
of state to pay the claims of (.treat 
Britain for $4:55,000 damages for seizures 
Of realers iu Brhring sea was voted 
down I \ th» house. 

The most onspicions personal legisla- 
tion passed was the revival of the grade 
of lieutenant general of the army that 
Major (iene. il Schofiel might lie pro- 
moted to t.ie rank, while the act of 
great? st importance to the gove.nnient 
departments and congress was the print 
ing bill, which practically places th« 
control of all government printing in 
the hands of a joint committee of three 
members from each of the two houses. 

Laws affecting shipping were passe 1 
to establish rules to prevent collisions on 
the great lakes and tributary waters; 
another of the same effect applying to 
hfcrbors, rivers and inland waters, tup* 

0. /nentary to the act of August lit. 
■' 0. for preventing collisions at sea. 
Jfb# time tor making the report of the 
'Hnard of engineers surveying canal 
routes from Lake Erie to the Ohio rive- 
was extended to the next se-sion of 
congress. Numerous bridge bills were 
enu 'ted. 

f • commercial travelers organhv 
vol, secured an amendment to the inter 
. i «te commerce law permitting the Is- 
suance of a joint interchangeable 5,000- 
mile tickets good over more than one 
road. 

The house adopted ii joint resolution 
or an amendment to tne constitution, 
providing for the election of United 
States senators by direct vote of tne peo- 
ple of the states, but the resolution WM 
reported adversely I >y t he senate 0O1I 
inittec on privileges and elections. 

The most important of tin* senate bit; 
which failed pass the honse: A joint 
resolution for an Inquiry into the prac- 
ticability of deep water ways between 
the ocean and the great lakes and tho 
bill for the regulation of steam vessels. 

Among Important house bills which 
died was one tor the reorganization ,,f 
the line of the army and one to pun is 

train wrecking by capital puiifshmen. 

and attempts at it by heavy terms of 
imprison ineiit. 

DramatV authors of the United States 
secured a report for a bill for punish- 
ment by imprisonment of play pirating 
by theatrical managers, but in the house 
considerable opposition was manifested 
by members who objected to penal pun- 
ishments for violations of civil statutes, 
sc the bill was withdrawn. 

The only legislation affecting the 

tariff was a resolution to extend to April 

1. "> the time for making returns to the 
interrogatories under the Income tax 
sections and modifying the questions re- 
quired to be answered. 

SUNDAY SESSION HELD. 

Coufress and Senule Kept Too r.u-\ to 
Adjourn. , 

Washinuton, March 4.— The usual 
attraction of a Sunday session of con 
gress, in the pleasant setting of mild, 
spring-like weather, furnished to Wash 
ingtou a holiday iu the modern accept 
ance of the word. Throughout the 
afternoon all the driveways and walks 
approaching the Capitol were thick 
with carriages, ami the Sunday pro- 
cessions turned their steps from Con- 
necticut avenue iu the swell northwest 
to the other end of town. 

The broad steps of the Capitol had 
somewhat the appearance of niaugura 
tiou day, the g reat plaza to the east was 
dotted with striking groups, Hues of 
carriages were drawn up stretching cleur 
across the streets, waiting for the busi- 
neaa which they would have won had 
they been favored with rain or slush. 

Within the building the jam was so 
great it interfered with business. The 
doorkeepers iu the galleries were kept 
fighting to restrain the people for whom 

there was no room, the elevators were 

loaded to the limit of their capacity 
every trip. Two streams of people el- 
bowed their way from the house to the 
seuate and from the seuate back to the 
house, while messengers, pages and 
member* plowed their way at angles 
through t he jam. 

The comparatively small detachments 
which could be accommodated in the 
galleries of IhmIi the houses kept up a 
babh.e chatter, which, combined with 
the ri I back and forth and clamor- 
ing Of ... -.ot.ers like u busy day iu the 
pit of a stock exchange, almost over- 
whelmed the routine proceedings, and 
kept the speaker's gavel hammering in- 
cessantly. 

The bouse was the theater of the pop- 
ulace. Which presented a lively scene, 
while iu tin senate the spectators were 
more orderly and fewer, though more of 
the notables were to be seen in the re- 
served galleries, particularly in the dip- 
lomatic seats where the agy blue robes 
of the Chinese minister were the center 
of attraction. 

After nightfall and until the street 
Oars stopped running at midnight the 
crowds pushed iu and out uud under 
and about tne rotuuila hsiking at the 
hististoric paintings, when they could not 
secure admission to the galleries, and 
not a few spectators were liolding their 
seats into the early hours of Monday 
morning. 

At iilO this morn ing the house on 
moi # oii of Mr. Talbotl suspended the 
rules and agreed to the seuate amend' 
lueuts to the naval appropriation bill. 
This lieing the last of the appropriation 
bills, the house took a recess. 

At the same time the seuate entered 
upon the consideration of unobjected 
bills on the calendar and ut the conclu- 
sion of these took a recess. 



BIG FIRE IN TORONTO 

Nearly a Million Dollars Worth 
of Property Destroyed. 

THREE FIREMEN WERE INJURED. 



The Three t'orners uf oneen and Tfongw 
Streets Destroyed Itelore the Klre Was 
Oi.tten I nder Control — Other BnlMIng* 
In the Vicinity Ititdly ItMMiaf ll of 
the Principal Losers. 

Toronto, March 3.— At r2:30 o'clock 
Sunday morning fire was discovered is 
suing from the windows of Bobart 
Simpson's 0-story dry goods store on the 

corner of Queens and Youge streets. 

The fire originated iu the packingroom. 
and the flames, rushing up the elevator 

shaft otnmuntcated almost Instantly 

to f ■■■■ flat so that when the firemen 
ajmved < n the scene smoke and flames 
were pouring out of uearly every win- 
dow. 

By the time the first jot of water was 
thrown upon the huge structure, it WtU 
felt that the building was doomed. The 
fire department was utterly unable t > 
cope with a snch a conflagration. The 
pressure from the mains was insufficient 
to throw the water high enough, or i 
sufficient quantities to check the ragin 
furnace. The heat was so intense that 
the fireman were in deadly peril. 

Fanned by u light breeye from the 

southwest) tM fire was driven acroM 

Queen street to the north side, and 
.Taqiieson's l-rge tailoring establishment 
was soon a victim. The flames extended 
to the portion of Baton's dry goods es- 
tablishment, a departmental store, fac- 
ing on Queen street. By the exert loil 

of the ftremt a. aided by a private hose 

in the cstalu.shmeut. the flames were 
prevented from entering the mu'iihuild- 

From Jamie-on's the (ire extended 
north to Sir- liffs dry goods store ho. a 

Simpson's building, net fire to the Im- 
perial bank, on the opposite side of the 
street, but only the top Hat was de- 
stroyed, the bank itself escaping. Mil 

u*ss 1 hardware store, next south of t'e. 

Imperial building, was soon iu flames 
and Henderson's auction room was ne^t 
burned, while DuAeid's tailoring esta 1 
liahment and the Black Horse hotel 
Were gutted. 

The progress of the tin-, further south 
on this street, was c becked. Next to 
Simpson's. 0*1 the south. Wsilloss' jtm 
elry store, was destroyed, and Oil the 
west of Simpson's on Queen street the 
flames communicated With Knox church, 
one of the oldest Presbyterian churches 
in the city, and the spire was destroyed, 
falling with a crash. The main body of 
the church was only slightly damaged. 

At :i o'clock the fire was at its worst. 
The north and east walls of Simpson's 
store hail i IN n in ami the flames 

mounted high, carrying burning brands 

into the air. which fell Upon the roofs of 
tne adjoining houses. Meanwhile, the 
buildings on Yonge street, north of 
Queens, were burning fiercely. The lii 
was raging on the east side of Vong 
street, south of Queens, and a vast 

square of stores was doomed to deal rue- 

t ion ami the great question was where 
would the conflagration end. The fire- 
men did their liest, but with the ap- 
pliances at their disposal, their weak- 

ness was \er\ perceptible. Fortunately 

the night was calm, for a wind would 
have turned a million dollar tiie into 
another Chicago conflagration. 

Three firemen were seriously injured 
during the fire ami had to l>e taken to 

the hospital. 

The watchman in Simpson's said he 
made his rounds Saturday night as 
usual. He was in the packingroom 
alsmt 1-2 o'clock and all was right, but 
Upon his return in half an hour, there 
was a huge bon tire of the empty par k 
ing cases and other iuflammable ma- 
terial, with the flames darting up the 

shaft. There has been a strong feeling 

for some time past and an incendiary 
origin of the tire is more thau suspected 

The following are the estimated losses 
and insurance:

MEXICO'S RAILROAD DISASTER. 
The U,t of Dead l.ilo lv to SUM He Ore.Uljr 



City or MlXlCO, March 4. — Many 
bruiatd and wounded passengers con- 
tinue to arrive iu this city from tin- ter- 
rible wreck ou the Interoceanic railroad. 
Many of tho wounded and bleeding 
wen' brought into the city by the relief 
U'kiins, but hundreds of those able to 
U elk made the attempt to reach shelter 
i.i the surrounding villages, and strung 
out on the way to this capital iu a pita- 

bie procession. 

Many fell by the wayside, ami were 
afterwards picked up more dead thau 
alive by other relief trains, which fal- 
lowed at intervals. Hundreds are stiil 
(ramped at the scene, sitting around 
small fires kindled from the wreckage. 
Bleeding pilgrims are also camped at 
places more distant from this disaster, 
and others STB cared for by the hos- 
pitable js-ople of Los Reyes. Lacomania 
and Ayotla. 

Just what the mortality is it is impos- 
sible as yet to say. It is exceedingly 
probable that within the next sew days 
more bodies will be found in secluded 
spots in the vicinity of the wreck. Many 
thinking they were strong enough to 
walk the "2'2 miles into the city, made the 
attempt. Overcome by weakness, they 
sank down by the dozen, ami a lew have 
been found dead where they fell. 

The military hospital, in the City of 
Mexico, where the wounded wen- con- 
veyed from the relief trains by order of 
President Diaz, still echoes with the 
groans of the dying and the delirious 
muttering!) of many unfortunates. Death 
occasionally comes us a relief. 

The Universal, newspaper, makes 
serious charges against NutVcr, the 
American engineer, who is held by 
many to be responsible for the accident. 
Nutter is now in prison, and will prob- 
ably receive a long sentence, unless 
later developments throw different 

light on the affair and materially change 

public sentiment. 

Numerous suits for damages are being 

prepared against the Interoceanic by the 

relatives of . hose killed and injured ii 
the wreck. f he officers iu charge of t In* 
mangled re- iaiiis awaiting burial at ti.e 

scene of the disaster waited as long as 

possible tiefore interment to allow I 

complete identification as possible to 1 
made. This was Impossible in many 
cases, but il.e testimony thus secured 
will be of /real assistance in pushing 
the claims a,,*inst the company. 

The petitions are being filed before 
.fudge Juan Perez de Leon, of the first 

department nf the district court, who is 
busily engh/ d with his court force in 
taking the ni.-liininary depositions. 

The atteii.pt to collect damages is be- 
ing watched with interest. If damages 
are allowed M a Mexican court m a 
case of this kind, if will Is- almost in 
the nature of a precedent, as such a pro- 
feeding is a very unusual one iu this 
country. 

BRITISH STE AMER WRF.CKED.

Probably ite boat. 

Boston, March 4. — The British steam- 
er Venetian of the Kurness line. Captain 
Fairingi on. from Boston to Liverpool, 

which struck on "lower middle" ledge 
Saturday afternoon, broke her back 
about H o'clock yesterday morning, and 
is a total wreck. Two of her crew were 
badly burned by the bursting of a steam 
pipe, as a result of the force of the blow 
when the s 'earner struck, and 21 head 
of cattle and a number of sheep were 
scalded to death in the same way. 
The injured are: 

Isaac Dowell. fireman, :(H years old. 

London, burned aismt the bead. 

John Hodges, $5 years old. London, 
burned about head and arms. 

The financial loss is estimated at over 
1800,000. The Venetian struck fairly 
amidship. almost directly beneath the 
engine room and lay balanced upon the 
ledge until morning, at which time it 
was exiK>ctod that by lighter' ug the 
steamer could be floated. 

Shortly before 8 o'clock, however, the 
officers and crew who were still on 
board, were startled bv a loud report 
aud the sound of smashing plates ami 
breaking hftiUW and the stern of the 
steamer su icnly settled, as a jagged 
crack alsait . foot wide appeared, run- 
ning from keel to upper deck, showing 
that she hi. ' broken iu two. Tons of 
water rushed through tin- aperture and 
the vessel was soon Hooded to her scc- 
ond deck, oti which most of the animals 

were quartered, 

The vessel and cargo were fully in- 
sured. The Venetian has beutl in the 
Service of the Furuess line ha 1 two 
years, prior to which she was of the 
Leyland line. 

Yesterday affermxm William H. Lin- 
coln, agent of the Leyland line, who 
owns the steamer, abandoned the Vene- 
tian to the underwriters. Her cost 
when built was $1(00.000, The value of 
the cargo is estimated at nearly fciOO, 
$00. The heaviest shippers were Swift 
& Company, V. Q. Hammond and Nel 
son. Morris & Company of Chicago. 

The crew of 49 men have been taken 
off, and are now being cared for at the 
seamen's home here by the British con- 
sul. Only the captain, three officers and 
the cattlemen, who were taking out tli« 
stts-k, remained aboard the vessel. 
There is thought to Is- some danger that 
the halves of the veisel may separate 
where she is cracked, and roll off the 
ledge.

Hiroshima, March 4.— The official dis-

killed or wounded and the Chinese 4a 
killed.

SHANGHAI, March 4.— It is proposed 
that Li Hun« Chang and Prince Kuug, 
the Chinese peace envoys, be met by the 
Japanese representatives at Hhimono- 
seki, in the southwestern part of the 
Island of Niphou ( Hondo;, the largest 
island of Japan. If the credentials of 
the Chinese are found to be satisfactorv 
the negotiations will ls> transferred to 
Hiroshima, also in the northwest part 
of Niphon. where the mikado and his 
court are staying. 

Ptaf t t h M to the London TllM. 

London. March 4.— A dispatch to The 
Times from Tien-Tsin says it is r» ported 
that fiOO Wounded Chinese were re- 
ceived iu the Red Cross hospital at New- 
( 'hwang last week. 

A Pektn di patch to The Times say s 
that Mr. De.iby, the American minister, 
has telegraphed to Japan the text of the 
credentials of Li Hung Chang, one of 
the Chinese peace envoys. He is now 
waiting a reply as to whether or not tne 
Credentials are acceptable. 

A dispatch to The Times from Shang- 
hai says that on the afternoon of Feb. 
21 three Japanese warships made 
a demonstration off Teug-Chow, on the 
Oulf of Pechili, to the westward of 
Cheefoo, The Vessels fired several shots 

at the forts on the embankment, but did 
not fire at the city. Later the warships 
went to a Chinese coast fort. 10 miles 
distant, which they engaged. Iu the 
evening they repassed Teng-Chow and 
again fired at the forts, which replied 
once. The demonstration caused a 



panic in the city and the residents tied. 
The object of the attack is doubtful.

ers, and ordered the engineer to slow 
up. One of the highwaymen kept the 
engineer under guard while his partner 
took the fireman to the baggagecar and 
there compelled him to uncouple it from 
the train lie returned to the cab with 
the ft renUUJ ami ordered tile engineer to 
go head 

After running a short distance the 
engineer was ordered to stop, but as he 
slowed up the fireman grappled with 
one of the men who laid him low with a 
blow from his revolver. 

The engineer attempted to hit his man 
with a wrench, but he .jumped to the 
ground and with hrs companion escaped 
into the wih>1s. 

The engine with the baggagecar un- 
touched, backed down to the train and 
then proceeded to Antelope, from where 
word was wired lo re

JUSTICE OF THE INCOME TAX.

^ 'If thic provision in the income tux law 
18 uiHMiiHtitutioii.il, then we must over- 
turn humlreilo ol derisions in our State 
trihuuale, and completely reverse the 
general tendency of liscnl development 
throughout the civilized world. We 
must say that uniformity means ahsolute 
uniformity, ami declare unconstitutional 
hundreds of existing laws which aim 
merely at substantial uniformity. There 
is, therefor-, very little prospect of the 
tax heing declared unconstitutional on 
t int ground, 

"This hrings Hi to the ijuestion 
whether the income tax is indeed a just 
measure. Some people say it is socialis- 
tic, and that the State has no right to 
confiscate earnings. The ohjection 
scarcely deserves a refutation. It entire- 
ly misconceives the relations of the in- 
dividual to the State. The cry of social- 
ism has always heen the last refuge of 
those who wish to clog the wheels of 
social progress or to prevent the abolition 
of long-continued abuses. The .Factory 
Laws were in their time dubbed socialis- 
tic. Compulsory education and the pub- 
lic postoffice system were called socialis- 
tic There is scarcely a single tax which 
has ever been introduced, which has 
not somewhere or other met with the 
same objection. This is true no less of 
the new inheritance tax in some of our 
commonwealths and in Kngland than of 
the new property tax in Holland and 
Prussia. Hut the argument nowhere 
carried any weight. In fact, if there is 
any socialism, it would be far more ob- 
vious in the property tax, which exempts 
the earnings of the poorer classes, than 
of the income tax which reaches earn- 
ings from other sources than mere prop- 
erty. Yet we have become so accus- 
tomed to the property tax that the idea 
of its being socialistic seems ridiculous."

A sketch of the Laurel Hill Association, 
of Htockbridge, Massachusetts, the first 
incorporated village-improvement soci- 
ety in the United Mates, is suggestive. 

At the first annual meeting the Treas- 
urer reported that the amount paid in in 
labor or cash was $1,3!HJ. The number 
of trees planted the first year were 423. 
At this meeting Cyrus \V. Field and E. 
W. Pomeroy together nave $250 to be 
used for prizes. Fifty cents were given 
for every thrifty tree planted of kinds 
specified; $10, or a silver cup of equal 
value, to the planter of the best fifteen 
trees; to the second best $7, to the third 
best $4. All the trees were to be planted 
within certain specified limits. Another 
prize of $10 was offered for the largest 
number and the best trees planted along 
any public roads of the town. A prize of 
$10 was given to the person who made 
the longest and best sidewalk, and 
another $10 to the person who made the 
nreatest improvement in the grounds 
around his dwelling anywhere in the 
town. A reward of $10 was offered for 
evidence which should lead to the con- 
viction of any one injuring the trees and 
foot bridges under the care of the asso- 
ciation. 

About 4,000 trees have now been 
planted, and the association has the in- 
come derived from about $4,000 of in- 
vested funds, supplemented by individual 
subscriptions. 

When $2,000 were given for a free 
town library by a single benefactor, this 
amount was nearly doubled by individual 
contributions. The library building, a 
fine stone edifice, with reading room and 
lecture hall costing $2*),000, was the gift 
of the late J. Z. Goodrich. Mr. Cyrus 
Field gave $10,000 for a park, and Mr. 
David Dudley Field, in the last year of 
his life, gave to Stockbridge fifty-eight 
acres of land, includingthe romantic "Ice 
Olen," for a mountain park, together 
with $o,000 for its improvement. 

The Laurel Hill Association with an 
off er to pay one-half the expense induced 
the railroal company to add an acre and 
a half to the grounds about its station 
and to erect an elegant building. This 
association has beautifully adorned these 
grounds. Its anniversary, fitly observed 
on the fourth Wednesday of every 
August, commemorated last summer 
forty years of successful work. 

Kvery acre of land and every home- 
stead in Stockbridge has appreciated in 
value by reason of this society.

The New Laws Giving Some of Them 
Trouble up in Fleming 
County. 



County Attorney W. Q, Hearing, of 
Fleming, is after the physicians and 
turnpike companies up that way.

The object aimed 
at in thesi' financial statements is to fur- 
nish the Board of Equalization with in- 
formation as to the value of the compan- 
ies' franchises, so that they can be as- 
sessed for taxation. 

County Attorney Dealing says he will 
a lOtpt no compromise in any of the cases, 
but will endeavor to line them to the full 
extent of the law.

INGENIOUS CHECK RAISINC. 

The liiion l'acitic Railroad Victimized Out 
of Thousands <>i Hollars. 

Dknvi.K. March 4.— One of the most 
systematic and IngBUiotU check -raising 
bwindles ever mici rsstullv tried in Am- 
erica has just been unearthed in this 
city, the vicluu being the Union Pacific 
Railway company, nearly every bunk in 
Denver and several dry goods and other 
houses. The methods show the swind- 
lers to be masters as daring as they are 
dishouest. 

Karly last mouth the Union Pacific 
paycar left Omaha on its regular month- 
ly trip to Salt Lake City with the wages 
of the company s employes. Closely 
following the car came a gang of check 
raisers, and its members left the marks 
of their skill with acid, ink and pen in 
nearly every town where Union Paciflo 
employes reside. The lull extent of their 
operations and the loss to t ho company 
on those who took the raised salary 
checks is not yet fully known, but 
enough has leaked out to show that the 
check raisers have netted thousands of 
dollars bv this swindle. 

The full force of the Union Paciflo 
detective corps is at work on the case, 
as well as the j>olice authorities in Den 
ver and all the other towns along the 
line. The gang visiied the hotels and 
■aloons most frequented by railroad 
men, where a large portion of the 
checks had been cashed, aud bought 
them up for cash. 

In value the checks ranged from $10 
to $100, but each one was skillfully 
raised to $IIC and parsed for that 
amount at banks and stores. In every 
instance the raised cheek was tendered 
for some small purchase no that the 
gang got nearly the entire amount in 
cash. In Denver the checks ultimately 
reached different city banks where they 
were pronounced nil right aud forward- 
ed to Omaha. The Uniou Pacific audi- 
tor then passed all $1 10 cheeks as being 
O. K and commenced the balance*. 
When the returned checks wore com- 
pared witti the stubs of the checkbook, 
the fact became apparent that the 
checks had l>eeu tamjiered with, and 
-work at once commenced by the rail- 
road detectives. 

It is supposed that the gang worked 
west to Salt Lake City aud t hen es- 
caped to the coast. 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT CHANGES. 

Secretary Cut-lisle'.. Reply to a House Ites- 
ol ill luu ol Inquiry. 

Washington. March 4. — Secretary 
Carlisle, in replying to the resolution of 
the house request lux the uames of the 
soldiers of the late war discharged from 
the public service in the treasury de- 
partment since March I. lW.i, and the 
cause in each case of dismissal, enclosed 
a statement and says it will be observed 
that there have been HI removals aud 
115 appointments and reinstatement* 
between March, 1888, and the present 
time. 

Mr. Carlisle adds: T don't recognize 
the right of the house of representative* 
to require the secretary to state the 
reasons for making removals, appoint- 
ment! or reinstatements, but deem it 
proper, nevertheless, to say that ull the 
changes she n were made for the pur 
pose of promo' iug the efficiency of the 
public service, and I hat in making re- 
movals no discrimination has been made 
agaiust soldiers, while in making ap- 
pointments and reinstatements, prefer- 
ence lias been giueu to that class of ap- 
plicants, due regard being had in each 
case to their physical and mental quali- 
fications.'* 



SULPHURIC ACID E XPLOSION. 

Men Instantly Killed end Two 
Otli~«-» lluilly Injured. 

Pittsbitmi. March 4.— By the explo- 
sion of a tank of sulphuric acid at Mc- 
Keesport yesterday two men, W. H. 
Morgan and William Nill, were in- 
stantly killed, and two others, William 
Luvee'te and Mike Soveritch. badly in- 
jured. 

The ihree first named were employes 
of the National Tul>o works, ami were 
engaged in transferring a carload of 
sulphuric ac id to a tank inside the 
Works, Suddenly the tank exploded 
and the men were hurled several feet. 
Nill was te-ribly mangled and died 
instantly, ai.l Morgan had his neck 
broken." Lavete was thrown 20 feet 
and internally injured. 

The head of the tank, weighing 2,000 
pounds, was blown through tl e roof of 
the works and alighted on the roof of a 
Hungarian hoarding house nearby. 
.Mike Soveritch was sleeping in an up- 
stairs room, and when the huge piece * 
metal crushed through the roof a piece 
of plastering struck him on the head, 
inflicting a deep wound. No cause for 
the explosion is assigned. 

FEARS OK A DISASTROUS 'FLOOD. 

The Itlne I mm Hie Head waters of the 
Allegheny I><iine Considerable Haunter. 

Pittsbi ru, March 4. — The rise from 
the headwaters of the Allegheny river 
caused the ice gorge at Ford City to 
break yesterday and a great volume of 
ice and water went down, causing con- 
siderable damage. The Ford City glass 
works were flooded aud a row of 50 ten- 
ement houses, occupied by operatives at 
the glass works, were inundated. The 
Allegheny Valley railroad has a train- 
load of pig iron on their bridge at Ma- 
honing to keep it from being swept 
away. 

The mammoth gorge at Kittunning 
still holds, though it is expected fO go 
out at any moment. For .'10 miles above 
that placo the river is choked with ice, 
and iu many places it is frozen to the 
bottom. When this vast amount of ice 
starts on its way down the river there 
are grave fears of a disastrous flood. 
The people of Kittanuiiig are moving to 
places of safety, and guards are kept to 
notify the residents should the dreaded 
flood Vcur. 

RELIEF FOR NEBRASKA'S DESTITUTE. 

i ivr stales Will Contribute Five Hun- 
dred Cur Loads of (.mill. 

Omaha. March 4. — The Members O* 
the state relief commission who went to 
Chicago and St. Louis to secure seed 
grain for Nebraska destitute farmers 
have just returned. The boards of 
trade of both cities promise to have 
each county in Missouri and Illinois do 
nate a car of seed grain Iowa, Minne- 
sota . and Indiana also desire tor-: 
tribute. 

It is estimated by Secretary Nasun 
that the live Mates would contribute not 
less that 500 DM of seed and seed grain. 
Tiie commission has mad ia careful esti- 
mate and it is stated that to plant 
the land under cultivation in the 4:1 
drontfa stricken counties will require in 
the aggregate 5,000,000 bushels. Tiie 
planting of these lands, the member- of 
the commiN-ion figure, means iu the 
aggregate a sum of $100,000,000 to the 
farmers.
